long time if kept in the foil until 
ready to serve. The tamales that were 
not eaten that evening have been put 
| into my freezer in the foil, and I am 

sure that when I reheat them they 
will be as delicious.

The rental 
charge for a week is usually two to four times the daily fee, 
while monthly rates are proportionately lower than the fees 
charged for rental by the week.

Needs light shade, humus-rich acid soil, considerable mois- 
ture. Lindane spray controls most pests.

WHAT CAN HAPPEN 
VEGETABLES?

How do we prevent drying out, wilting 
or withering?

1) Vegetables should be kept moist as 
well as cold. In general, they should be 
kept in your refrigerator in a plastic 
bag or closed hydrator-type pan. 
2) Before placing greens and salad 
vegetables in the refrigerator, sprinkle 
with water if they show signs of dry- 
"ess. 
3) Potatoes or sweet potatoes keep best 
at room temperature for short storage. 
4) Keep tomatoes at room temperature 
until fully ripe, then refrigerate them. 
5) Of all known vegetables, sweet corn 
is the one that should be cooked and 
eaten within hours of being picked.

gresses, In eífect, you become your 
own contractor in this type of 
arrangement called by most lenders a 
"direct" loan. The borrower can make 
substantial savings on materials and 
labor as a result of having cash to 
spend.
